C o a l C beek, Tenn., Aug. 20.—The 
Imttle of Coal Creek is at an end. 
The 
soldiers are victorious for once in the 
mining troubles. 
The state’s honmr 
has been upheld. 
When Maj. Carpenter turned into the 
mountains at Offuts with Iw 125 brave 
men the night was perfectly dark. 
Al­ 
though the major Was familiar w ith 
every bypath in the black wilds, it w as 
found difficult to keep the direction as 
not even the stars were shining. 
Con­ 
sequently progress was slow. 
After a w hile four men appeared and 
offered to guide the party. 
Maj. Car­ 
penter reluctantly accepted the offer 
and the m w :h was again taken up 
at a better speed. 
Between 5 and d 
o’clock yesterday morning, w hile en*' 
tlrely unconscious of danger, the men. 
were fired upon from behind. The mSncra 
lay behind a stone ledge: Their broad­ 
side mowed down Volunteers J ohn W alt­ 
hall and Bush Givins, both of Knoa- 
ville, and wounded Volunteer Tom Car­ 
ter, also of Nashville. 
Maj. Carpenter’s 
men returned tbe fire and fought brave­ 
ly, but retreat was necessary, the men 
fighting all the way. 
The volunteers 
fell back to Clinton, six miles, reaching 
there at noon. 
In the meantime Gen. Carnes had es­ 
tablished him self at CNffuts to aw ait 
daylight 
With the first streak of dawn 
the advance on Coal Creek was begun. 
The miners fired over their heads from 
the mountains, so that the bullets could 
be heard w histling by the soldiers The 
soldiers returned the fire 
At noon Gen. 
Games captured a baud of m iners They 
were released on promise to deliver 
Capt Anderson, who was lured from 
the fort the day before. 
At the appointed hour nothing was 
to be seen of either Anderson or the 
m iners 
Then Gen. Carnes entered 
Coal Creek. 
There he found that a 
desultory fight had been going on be­ 
tween the troops and the miners at 
Fort Anderson all day. 
The miners 
surrendered at 4:30 p. m. and Gen. An­ 
derson was restored to his command 
and peace was declared. 
After reaching Clinton Maj. Carpen­ 
ter’s men, although thd^ had not slept 
nor eaten for twenty-four hours, w ent 
by train directly to Coal Creek and re­ 
ported to Gen. Carnes as he marched 
into town. 
They were then sent to 
Knoxville 
with 
their * dead 
and 
wounded. 
A representative of the Associated 
Press has been in Clinton and Coal 
Creek all day. 
The situation has been 
of the 
gravest nature and at any 
moment bloodshed was likely to occur. 
At present the town is quit and there 
Is little doubt but that Gen. Carnes and 
Gen. Anderson can hold It w ithout 
serious trouble. 
Reports came in that the surrounding 
hills were bristling w ith miners who 
could be seen when the sun got on a 
level with them. 
Thecaptured miners, 
100 in number, have just been placed in 
box cars. 
Everything is ominously 
quiet. 
A brief en gagem ^ t took place in the 
northwestern part of town between 
Col. Sevier In command of the Chicka­ 
saw guards and about 900 Y ellsw Greek 
miners, whom they encountered on the 
hills. 
The miners were routed and 
eral wounded. 
Two of the Chfidcasaw 
guards were also wounded. 


A rriva l o f tlio D e ad . 
K n o xtille , 
Tenn., Aug. 20.—Last 
night a special train bearing the volun­ 
teers who were killed in the battle 
at Coal Creek yesterday, three men 
who were wounded and 123 volunteers 
who w ent to the front Thursday night 
rolled into the depot 
Three thousand 
people were gathered about the station 
and the excitem ent was higher than at 
any time since the 
trouble began. 
When the train stopped the men, w ho 
bore every evidence of actual service on 
tbe field of battle, poured out of the 
coaches and formed in a line through 
which two of their dead comrades were 
earried In m ilitary style. 
The com­ 
pany formed w ith arms reversed and 
marched behind the remains of the 
dead volunteers to the courthouse. 
Not until the arrival of this train was 
It possible to get a correct statem ent of 
the incidents leading np to it 
Five men were killed in alL 
J ohn T. 
W althall, of this city, a railway clerk, 
aged 22; Bruce Givens, a farmer of 
Knox county, aged 89, and a m ilitia­ 
man of the Second regiment, name un­ 
known, supposed to be from Chatta­ 
nooga, died in the service of the state. 
Thomas L. Carty, a law yer of this 
city, shot through the groin; injuries 
may prove fataL 
Samuel G. Heiskcll, a prominent law ­ 
yer and democratic politician, slightly 
Injured. 
J ohn Milton, 
a laborer, 
slightly 
wounded. 
Two miners, George Miller, of Coal 
Creek, and George Nell, of Oneida, IlL, 
were killed, and one, J ohn Wilson, of 
Coal Creek, was slightly wounded. 
J . M. Gant, a business man of this 
city and one of the volunteers, was 
badly injured by falling over a ledge of 
rocks. 
The battle commenced at 6:80 yester­ 
day morning and lasted nearly half an 
hour. 
Four of Col. Woolford’s soldiers, 
who were along w ith the Knoxville 
boys, were captured, but were soon re­ 
taken. 
The volunteers and 100 soldiers of the 
Second regim ent reached Offutts, a 
small village four miles this side of 
Coal Creek, about 11 o’clock Thursday 
n igh t 
After thoroughly discussing the 
situation and conferring by wire w ith 
Brig.-Gen. Carnes, it was decided to go 
at once to the relief of Fort Anderson. 
Maj. I>. A. Carpenter, who soldiered in 
that vicinity during the war and is 


thoroughly 
acquainted 
w ith 
tha 
topogxmphy 
of 
the 
country, 
took 
command 
of 
the 
men. 
They 
left Offutts about 2 o^clock aud wont 
acroas Walden’s ridge hy a cirouitous 
route, so as to reach Fort Anderson 
from a point farthest removed from the 
village of Coal Creek. 
The night waa 
dark as pitch and the loneliness of the 
road was depreasing. 
The sides of 
Walden’s ridge are very steep and cov­ 
ered w ith huge bowlders and ledges of 
stone. 
Over ' these 
obstructions the 
brave 
fellows, many of whom had 
never been in the mountains, climbed 
and descended. 
Their clothing was 
torn and their hands and faces were 
scratched by the brambles. 
J ust after they started down the 
mountain on the north side toward 
Fort Anderson the men were divided 
into three squads, under command of 
Capl W. L. Hedgerwood, Gen. D. D. 
Anderson and CoL SL L. Woolford re­ 
spectively. 
Soon afterward three men, 
all uniformed and claiming to be friend­ 
ly to tbe soldiers, appeared and offered 
to i^lot the regim ent down the mount­ 
ain. 
W ithout suspicion the troops fol­ 
lowed them into a well-planned am­ 
buscade. 
Hedgerwood’s men were in front at a 
point w ithin a quarter of a mile of Fort 
Anderson. 
The l^ n g commenced from 
behind great ledges of sandstone on a 
spur of the river overlooking the valley 
where the men were marched. 
The 
stars and stripes at Fort Anderson were 
in full view and the men were fseling 
relieved at the near approach of the 
fortifications and were joking w ith 
each other when bullets began whizzing 
about their ears. 
Hedgerwood’s men had passed the 
ambuscade before firing commenced 
and they received a volley of bullets in 
the back. 
Carty, W althall, Givens and 
Heiskel were all in this party. 
The 
other companies faced about at once 
and opened fire on the ambuscade. 
As the firin g becam e general, m en 
seem ed to rise up from behind every 
stum p an d stone in sight. 
T hey w ere 
a ll w ell arm ed an d g re a tly o utn um ­ 
bered the m ilitary . 
Seeing tha t the 
odds w ere 
a g a in st them , they w ere 
ordered to re tre a t an d the long m arch 
over the m o un tain s to O ffutts w as com ­ 
m enced again. 
T he dead an d w ounded of both sides 
w ere le ft on the field of battle. 
T he 
m iners, a fte r c apturin g four of W ool­ 
ford’s m en, sta rte d on the re tre a t them ­ 
selves, seeing tha t C arpen ter w as going 
rapid ly in the opposite direction. 
T he 
fo ur soldiers w ere released an d allow ed 
to re turn to the ir regim ent. 
T he reg im en t reached O ffuts on re­ 
tre a t abo ut 10 o’clock, tho ro ug hly ex­ 
hausted. T hey had eaten n o thin g since 
noon T hursd ay and w ere hun g ry as 
wolves. T hey notified Gen. C arnes tha t 
they w ere a t his service if needed, and 
m any plucky y oun g fellow s, tho ro ug h­ 
ly stirre d up o ver the loss of thre e of 
the ir com rades, w an ted to go to Coal 
Creek 
any w ay . 
Gen. C arnes w ired 
them tha t he could m anage Coal Creek 
w ith his reg im en t, and they sta rte d 
around the co un try am ong the farm 
houses and a te 
the ir first m eal in 
tw en ty -fo ur hours, 
A squad of picked 
m en re turn e d to the battlefield and 
bro ug ht the dead and w ounded into 
Coal Creek un d er a flag of truce.

guard be rem oved, n o t to-m orrow or 
the n e xt day , but to-day unless Sheriff 
Beck could find some w ay of footing 
the bill o ther than by com pelling the 
taxpay ers to foot i t 
“ We are speaking thro ug h our pock­ 
ets,” said Mr. M artin. 
“ We have been 
rig ht over the ground and pro test tha t 
there is no need of the m ilitia. 
One po­ 
licem an is be tte r tha n tw enty -five m en, 
and the n atio n al g uard is no use a t alL ” 
One of the pa rty asked Sheriff Beck 
if he could n o t disperse the soldiers, in 
tha t he had ordered them , in a m inute. 
A com m ittee of fo ur strik ers called 
upon M ay or Bishop to presen t the ir 
side of the case. 
T hey suggested tha t 
Sheriff Beck be se n t for, w hich w as 
done. T he spokesm an of the party stated 
te the m ay or and sheriff tha t the ob­ 
je ct of the ir visit w as to ask them to 
recall the troops. 
Some tim e w as spen t 
in arg uin g , d urin g w hich the railroad 
corporations w ere loudly denounced. 
Sheriff Beck plain ly told them tha t 
they m ust tak e in to consideration w ha t 
had been done and tha t they w ould say 
n o thin g of w ha t m ig ht happen. 
“Cars 
have been burned and tra in s w recked,” 
said Sheriff Beck, “ but, m ind y ou, I do 
n o t say tha t any of the m en w ho w en t 
o ut on strik e are accom plices to this 
a c t ” 
T he delegation argued from the stan d ­ 
po in t tha t no harm had been done, tha t 
no acts of law lessness had been com­ 
m itted, and tha t it w as a useless w aste 
of m oney to keep the g re a t num ber of 
troops here a t such an expense to the 
county . 
“ We do n o t w an t any one to come 
from New Y ork and d ictate to us,” said 
one of the men. 
“ We are law -abiding 
citizens and are only dem anding the 
rig ht we are justly en title d to .”
